S-mgmnn Fhee t o  Tokyo as p a r t  of the p lo t  t o  extend the war i s  followed 
closely by both Peking and Moscow. The cen t r a l  theme t h a t  the Americans alzli 
t o  extend the  war, given prominence i n  Pyongyang broadcasts following Eisen- 
hower's t r i p  t o  Korea, i e  retained in comment on the Rhee t r i p ,  and a l l  
the threads of Communist argument are woven togethe:: t o  maintain the pos- 
i t i o n  t h a t  the Rhee v i s i t ,  arranged by Eisenhower i n  December, is  intended 
t o  result i n  South Korean concessions t o  the  Japanese m i l i t a r i s t s  which 
would permit the  use of Japanese troops in the forthcoming U.N. offensive. 
The "imminent implementation" of the  Eieenhover policy is said t o  be 
dependent upon the "dispatch of Japaneoe troops t o  the Korean front," 
pa r t i cu la r ly  in view of the opposi t im t o  South Korea'e present conscrip- 
t i o n  policy which has made it impossible f o r  Syngm,an Rhee t o  provide the  
promiced ma;?power. Effor ts  are a l s o  allegedly being'made by Rhee t g  gain 
Japanese cocperation f o r  the  mobilization of  the Korean residents  i n  
Japan a s  cannonfodder f o r  the coming offensive. Moscow comment on t h e  
Rhee v i s i t ,  i n  addition t o  making similar charges, reports the pending 
formation of a Pacif ic  a l l iance embracing South Korea, Japan, Taiwan,, and 
the Philippines,  as a result of the settlement of Japanese-Korean d i f f e r -  
ences during the  Rhee visit.

This theme is promineut i n  a l l  year-end reports  of Government 
leaders,  but  President Hfiee is mcst specif ic  i n  reporting t h a t  "it should 
not be too lcng before the  Eisenhower Administration takes decisive measures 
t o  bring about a quick solution of the !Coram war, even if  other UN members 
do not cooperate with the United S ta t e s  .'I Ee predicts, however, t h a t  should 
American plans be delayed, South Korea would march t o  the  North, "alone, if 
necessary." 
Moscow reports  it as evidence of t he  American desire  t o  gain fu r the r  p r o f i t s  
by control l ing the wolfram mines located i n  North Korea. 

Pyongyang avoids mention of t h i s  statement en t i r e ly ,  while 
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The New Year celebrations, whhh great ly  reduce the volume of broadcast 
comment, a l so  bring a p a r t i a l  relaxation of the virulent  tone of Peking's 
anti-American propaganda,
